ministered by ti three-man direc- 
torate with a built-in Soviet veto 
is completely 
unacceptable to 


Britain and the United States. The 
directorate would be composed of 
one Soviet, one Western and one 
neutral representative who would 
make decisions by unanimous 
agreement. 


Macmillan and Kennedy agreed 


that the Western powers could 
never rely on an inspection sys- 
tem which was subject to a Soviet 
veto. Unless, as they hope, Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev will drop or 
drastically modify the directorate 
proposal, the nuclear test talks at 
Geneva would appear to be head- 
ed for a breakdown. 


If the Geneva talks do fail 


Kennedy will be faced with an 
almost 
immediate decision on 


whether to order a resumption of 
nuclear testing which has been 
suspended since the Geneva con- 
ference started 2Vz years ago. 


2. Since the test talks at Geneva 


have been regarded by the West- 
ern powers as a possible first step 
toward disarmament, a failure at 
Geneva would inevitably be con- 
sidered as a blow to disarma- 
ment.

days this year, until April 17, to 
file their federal income tax re- 
turns. 


Because the normal April 15 


deadline falls on a Saturday, the 
law provides for an automatic ex- 
tension to the following Monday. 


Whenever n federal tax dead 


line falls on a Saturday, Sunday 
or holiday, it is extended to the 
next clay which is not in this cate- 
gory. 


The law isn't specific on tnis 


point, hut past practice has been 
to consider as filed on time any 
mailed return postmarked before 
midnight on deadline day.

Farmers scan 
fields for paw 


prints. Rifles and shotguns stand 
ready behind doors. 


The lion scare grows with fresh 


reports of a big cat roaming the 
Ozark foothills north of here. 


Armed hunters have failed to 


flush a lion or any other cat-like 
animal out of the wooded hills and 
deep valleys since the hunt began 
nearly a month ago.
